Testifying re 
cently before the house committee 
Captain William S. Sims said: 


"There is no possibility of disposin 


of the British fleet, even if it were foui 
times as great, so as to prevent a raid 
ing force- attacking an unprotected pait 
of the coast for half an hour and then 
running away again. If the Germans 
had nothing but three battle cruiser!

they would be able to carry out such 
raids. It would be possible to dispose 
of the British fleet around the coast so 
that it "would be extremely dangerous 
to do BO, but as the British, fleot must 
be, kept concentrated for battle in case 
the German fleet does come out,, such 
a course would be suicidal. 


"Suppose the vessels of the British 


fleet Tvere stationed so many miles 
apart around the coast, it would be 
easy for a force only half as great to 
come out and destroy them one at a 
time, because they -would be at such a 
considerable distance apart that they 
could not support each other. 
!'As to Trhy the British fleet has not 


bombarded the unfortified coast of 
Germany, I do not think that the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain -will consent 
to bombarding practically defenseless 
toirng. To make attacks -with the fleet 
against Helgoland or other fortified 
r>laces is impracticable. 
Xo ships can 


come Tvithin the range of land de- 
fenses, because they could not do any 
ilamage to the shore guns and the 
shore guns -would sick the ships: 


'There are no fortifications that yon 


could put there that -would protect the 
Panama canal," said Captain Sims. 
'They simply are an aid to the fleet, 
and they leave our fleet foot loose for 
a certain limited time. The canal is 
safe for a certain length of time

At the moment no other factor in the 


national situation is of greater impor- 
tance than intelligent, precautionary 
preparations to secure the largest pos- 
sible acreage of land under cultivation, 
and particnlaily In the food crops, dur- 
ing the coming season!! "Whether we 
are to have war or peace, the popula- 
tion must be fed, and if unfortunately 
weather conditions should be unfavor- 
able and the yield no better than last 
year's, the food situation next winter 
will be so much worse than it is now 
that we may well take alarm while 
there 13 yet time to provide against the 
possibility,'says a statement by a large 
national bank of New York. 


The present crop year began with a 


large carry-over of ail the grains, but 
it will end without reserves, and the 
whole world will be dependent upon 
the crops of 1917. 
The beginning is 


not good. The Argentine wheat crop, 
now harvested, Is so nearly a failure 
that there will be little for export, and 
the corn crop will be not much better. 
The Australian wheat crop, which, 
like that of Argentina, Is harvested in 
the months of our winter, Is estimated 
at 139,392,000 bushels against 187,120,- 
000 last year, but fortunately there Is 
a carry-over estimated at 80,000,000 
bushels. 


A semiofficial report puts the condi- 


tion of French winter wheat at 65 per 
cent against 74 last year and states 
that, owing to lack of fertilizer and 
want of pioper preparation of the soil, 
the yield will be below normal The 
crop of Holland Is unpromising and 
of England backward. In the United 
States there ha.s been a shortage of 
moisture in the principal winter wheat 
states. 


The plant Is not known to be Injured, 


and there is yet time for sufficient 
moisture to come," but if jt was under 
a snow covering the outcome would be 
better assured. A freeze has cut off 
the early vegetable crop In the south- 
ern' states,, which would have soon re- 
lieved the'present scarcity. 


Unusual Conditions. 


There are unusual features in the 


situation which deserve attention. The 
high ^wages paid In the town. Indus- 
tries "have been drawing labor from 
the farms. The men come to the towns 
for winter work, and last spring they 
did not go back" to the country,:: and 
they are not likely to go back this 
spring, particularly if industry receives 
a new stimulus from our entrance into 
the war. The farmer's outlay for seed 
and all expenses are higher, and, while 
high'prices for products are usually 
expected to stimulate larger produc- 
tion, they may not do so this year. • 


In ordinary times we can draw on 


other countries to make up for domes- 
tic shortage. We have frequently im- 
ported potatoes from Europe, and the 
effects of not being able to do so now 
are apparent It is just as Important 
under present conditions to have re- 
serves of food as reserves of car- 
tridges. When so much is dependent 
upon a good crop it is the part of pru- 
dence for the entire community fo con- 
cern Itself about the situation from the 
beginning of the season. There are 
certain common vegetables which make i 
up a large part of the food supply,' such • 
as potatoes, beans, onions, etc., which j 
do well in all parts of the country and | 
can be grown in a small way without j 
machinery, whose production this year 
in ample quantities should be assured. 
beyond chance or doubt This garden • 
production can be greatly Increased if i 
a popular interest is awakened and' 
systematic efforts are made to place) 
idle town lots and nearby tracts at-the; 
disposal of people who are willing to 
work them.

Grand Duke Michael Alexandrovitch, 


the new regent of Russia, is the youn- 
ger and only brother of Emperor Nich- 
olas, with whom he has been at odds 
lor many years. 
Until the biith of 


Grand Duke Alexis Nicholaevltch, son 
of-Emperor Nicholas, in 1904, he was 
the first in succession to- the Russian 
throne. 


Grand Duke Michael is the favorite 


son of the Dowager Empress Marie 
Feodorovna, sister of the Dowager 
Queen Alexandra of Great Britain. He 
also has been strongly opposed to the 
German Influence in the Russian im- 
perial family. 


Banished from Russia by his brother 


early in 1813 because of his morganatic 
marriage, Grand Duke Michael spent 
some time In exile in England. He re-1 
turned to Russia late in August, 1911, 
and was reported to have taken a com- 
mand in the army. Since then there 
have "been no reports of his where- 
abouts and activities. 


Being t»orn on Nov. 22, 1878, he is 


ten years younger than the emperor. 
His education was wholly military, 
and he has held many honorary com- 
mands in the army. 


As the next to succession to the Rus- 


sian throne prior to 1904 and after-1 
ward, Grand Duke Michael often act-1 
ed as the personal representative of i 
Emperor Nicholas at royal funerals' 
and marriages. 


On Jan. 1, 1913, Grand Duke Mi- 


chael was banished from, Russia byi 
Emperor Nicholas and relieved of the, 
command of the Chevalier guards be-, 
cause of his marriage. A few days' 
later an Imperial manifesto relieved 
him from Us position as regent desig- j 
nate. 
j 


A few months afterward It was re- 


ported. In police circles in Russia that 
evidence had been, discovered connect- 
ing Grand Duke Michael with a plot 
against the emperor and the Grand 
Duke Alexis. 


At.the beginning of the European 


war, "however, he returned to Eussia 
and apparently resumed his former 
dignities, and position.

Gun* Discharging Projectile* of Four 


or Six Pounds Have Proved Most Ef- 
fective—Necessary Economy In Mat- 
ter of Torpedoes Makes Undersea 
Craft Easy Target. 


New York.—Although figures to show 


the number of submaimes destroyed 
by the entente allies and'the means 
used in their destruction are unavaila- 
ble, owing to the rigid censorship on 
war activities, it was Jearned from an 
authoritative source that direct gun 
fire from the decks of warships and 
auxiliary vessels has been the most 
effective method employed thus far. 


To combat the submarine menace 


the British government and her allies 
have adopted various plans to catcb 
the undersea boats, although some of 
them have been abandoned as Ineffec- 
tive. A marine authority of unques- 
tioned standing who is close to British 
shipping interests said when asked as 
to the effectiveness of arming ships: 


"We have found that light guns, dis- 


charging projectiles of four and sis. 
pounds, in the hands of trained gun- 
ners have been by far the most effec- 
tive weapon. I know personally that 
as many as two and three submarines 
have been bagged In one day In this 
way. 


"A submarine commander looking 


through a periscope has a range of vi- 
sion of about three miles, but he must 
get his target broadside on to have a 
reasonable chance of making a toipp 
do hit what It is aimed for, and, as 
torpedoes are a very expensive mis 
sile, he cannot afford to take many 
chances on a miss. 


"A periscope above the water at a 


distance of 200 or 300 yards makes a 
fair mark for a gunner working from 
the deck of a ship thirty to forty feet 
above the surface of the sea. One 
shot hitting the mark is all that is 
needed, as the submarines are of light 
construction, easily penetrated, and a 
hole anywhere in their shell spells 
their doom. 
_ 


"It is seldom that a torpedo Is fired 


when a threatened ship can so maneu- 
\er as to show only her stern for a 
mark, and In most of the cases of this 
nature so far reported the submersi 
bles have come to the surface and re- 
sorted to gunfire from a deck gun. In 
this kind of fight a_gun mounted on 
n steamship has .a^great advantage, 
for the platform offered by a subma- 
rinejs an unsteady thing to fire from, 
"and, despite the smaller target offer- 
ed, the gunners tin ships have the bet- 
ter of It."

Forester Says Substitute Materials Are 


Injuring the Business. 


Kansas City, Mo.—W. B. Greeley, as 


sistant government forester,.spoke of 
the lumber business as "an industry 
asleep" hi a talk he made to the South- 
western Lumbermen's association at 
the Hotel Muehlebach. He said the 
trade had permitted other building ma- 
terials to be substituted for wood with- 
out making any effort to find new utes 
for its products, according to the Kan- 
sas City Star. 


"All social movements," he said, "af- 


fect the lumber business one way or 
another. The safety first movement 
has caused a demand for steel cars, fire- 
proof buildings and a revision, of the 
building codes in almost all cities to the 
detriment of the lumber business. 


"The industry in a sense has been 


asleep. Substitute materials for lumber 
have been popularized by the manufac- 
turers. Cement and steel have v dis- 
placed wood, and the manufacturers of 
those articles have been delving con- 
stantly to find new uses for them. The 
lumber industry has made no effort to 
keep itself In the field by finding new 
uses for Its products "

Baths For the Canary. 


Under normal conditions most birds 


probably bathe daily, and canaries in 
captivity should be allowed the same 
opportunity. When individual birds ob- 
stinately refuse to enter the water 
gentle spraying usually, will induce 
them to bathe. 


Small china dishes that are not too 


deep make good, bathing pans. When a 
bird becomes accustomed to one dish it 
usually will refuse to bathe in another 
one of different shape and color. 
In 


winter the water should be warmed un- 
til tepid. Even in warm weather too 
cold water is not advisable. 
If the 


room, ordinarily warm, becomes cold 
temporarily, birds should not be allow- 
ed to bathe. 


During inolt the bath should be given 


not more than twice each week. When 
breeding the female canary should not 
be allowed to bathe from the time the 
csjrs hatch until the young are three or 
four days old. — United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Bulletin,

ONE HUNDRED PATROL 


GRAFT IN RUSH PLAN 


Navy Department Officials Con- 
fer With Builders and Arrange 


For Immediate Construction. 


Washington—Within a few months 


it is probahle the United States will 
have in commission the first of a flo- 
tilla of 100 or more high speed coast 
patrol boats or submarine chasers. 
"Officials of the navy department con- 
ferred with builders of craft of this 
type and planned for their Immediate 
construction. 


The boats will be larger and of some- 


what different type from that which It 
has been assumed would be adopted as 
the standard. 
It had been supposed 


that an eighty-fire foot gasoline cruiser 
would be considered most efficient, but 
it now appears the navy department 
wants steam launches 110 feet long, 
which will be more seaworthy and have 
a larger radius of action than the 
smaller craft Speed, however, will be 
insisted on. 


Details of the armament and equip- 


ment of the new type of vessel are be- 
ing worked out, but probably will not 
be made public. Experts point out that 
they will virtually represent a return 
to the old type of torpedo boat of the 
days before the Spanish war, which it 
was thought had been completely su- 
perseded by the destroyer. 


Some of the companies represented 


at the conference have built a great 
many chasers for the British admiralty, 
but will have to make some alterations 
in their plants to supply the larger 
craft wanted by the United States. 


LOOPS LOOP IN SEAPLANE. 


Captain Evans of Maine Corps Aston- 
ishes Officers of Aeronautical Station. 
Pensacola, Fla.—By .looping the loop 


in a seaplane Captain Francis T. Ev- 
ans of the United States marine corps 
astonished officers of the aeronautical 
station here, who had considered the 
feat impossible. Captain Evans is the 
first American aviator to attempt it 


Although looping the loop in an ordi- 


nary aeroplane hats outworn its nov- 
elty as a popular stunt the heavy pon- 
toons attached to the air and water 
flier hitherto have been a bar to simi- 
lar attempts with this type of machine. 


Captain Evans found it necessary to 


drive through the air at great speed 
before be could gain the inverse posi- 
tion, lie then looped the loop twice 
before his descent

Wondtrful Siberian Railway. 


The great railway of 5,000 miles in 


length that runs across Siberia is one 
of the most marvelous in the^ world, 
first because of the difficulties that had 
to be faced hi building "It and; second- 
ly, because of iis enormous length. 
For nearly 1,000 miles along this steel 
track the line crosses an almost tree- 
less plain. All the stations along those 
weary miles are at least thirty miles 
apart, and most of llio villages are a 
long v,-ay from the stations. 


In winter this Siberian line is one 


continuous view of snow, stretching 
for miles ak'Ug the- sceraiugly endless 
desert. Sometimes t'ie villages and 
stations are almost buried in snow, and 
not infrequently the toain- gets snowed 
up. Water for the stoves and the en- 
gines has to be brought steaming hot, 
lest it should fraeze "oil the way, and 
often men at the stations in the depth 
of winter have to chop off long icicles 
from the engine and .cars. But even 
the intense cold has its ad vantages,'for 
dairy products, such as cheese and but- 
ter, can be carried by rail without hav- 
ing to be put into refrigerating trucks.

NEW .YORK CAN RAISE 


HALF A MILLION MEN 


State Health Department Furnishes 


Result of Ite Census Data, 


Albany.—If the United States becomes 


embroiled in war more thau half a mil- 
lion incu will be available in this state 
for military service and about the same 
number will be ready for secondary de- 
fense. 


This information, obtained by the 


state health department from census 
data of the physical condition of men 
presenting themselves for enlistment, 
has been given to Adjutant General 
Stotesbury. 


The estimated population of New 


York state for 1917 is 10,400,080. Of 
this number 2,480,000 are males from 
eighteen to forty-five years old and lia- 
ble to military service. 


The report of tho adjutant general of 


the United States for the year ending 
June 30, 1916, shows that less than, a 
quarter of the applications for enlist- 
ment at recruiting stations throughout 
the country were accepted. On this 
basis- 570,000 men would be available 
for military service in this state. Act- 
ing State Health Commissioner Wil- 
liams estimates that the physical con- 
dition of at least the same number 
would not be sucb. as to prevent them 
from home defense service.

SAILOR; STICKS TO SEA 


Twenty-year-old Cook Was Tor- 
pedoed, Mined, Made Prisoner, 


Hit by Bullets. 


lsTew York.—Stewart Springer was 


eighteen years old when he sailed from 
here on Aug. 0, 1914. He has returned 
an old man, broken in health and with 
battered nerves. Few lads of twenty— 
and few grizzled veterans of the sea. 
i'or that matter—can boast or bewail 
the experiences through which he has 
passed since his last visit. 


Springer is cook of the British freight- 


er Pearlmoor, now docked at Montagus 
street, Brooklyn. 
Back in Cardiff, 


Wales, he has a wife.' 


The ship on which he last left New 


York was captured and sunk by the 
Karlsruhe. 
After forty-eight days 


aboard the raider he was landed with 
other prisoners at Teneriffe. His nest 
adventure came on May 1, 1915. 
He 


was aboard a French bark bound for 
England when, off the Ecilly isles, ha 
witnessed the sinking of the American 
tanker Gulflight by a submarine. 


On July 22, f ollowing, he was a mem- 


ber of the crew of the- British freighter 
Aidenwlng, which struck a mine in the 
Bay of Biscay and went down. The 
next month lie was on a French, 
freighter, again in the Bay of Biscay, 
when she was torpedoed. 


Shortly 
before 
Christmas, 
1915. 


Springer had shipped on the- Norwe- 
gian freighter Frnnkstream. She wn9 
torpedoed in the English channel. A 
few "Weeks later found him a member 
of the crew of a British transport at 
the Dardanelles during the evacuation. 
The transport wag torpedoed, and the 
captain was compelled to beach the 
vessel under fire from the Turkish po- 
sitions. Two machine bullets struck 
Springer in the knee. 


Ills last experience was aboard a 


transport in the North sea. at night 
This time the boat struck a mine. 


TREE OVER 150 YEARS OLD. 


Rings Show « Walnut Had Become 


That Old Before It Wat Cut. 


Shelbyvillc, Mo. — W. J. Xorris, a 


f ealer in walnut lumber from northeast 
Missouri, is completing a remarkable 
harvest near Shelbyville. The timber 
is being taken from a 160 acre tract of 
land belonging to G. W. Hope and will 
make approximately 50,000 feet of lum- 
ber. 


It is unusual to find so many trees 


of such superior quality on so small an 
acreage. 


As determined by the number of an- 


nual rlags, the average age of the trees 
was forty years. One large tree show- 
ed 1-^2 annual rings, measured forty- 
two feet to the flrst limb and cut out 
two sixteen-foot logs thirty inches in 
diameter. The last large logs and the 
bases are to be used making veneering, 
while the other logs will be used for 
airplane lumber.
